“WASHINGTON, May 11, 1900. 

“To His Excellency, the Governor of 
Montana—Dear Sir: The sixth Legis- 
lative Assembly, on the 28th day cf 
January, 1899, elected me to represent 
the State of Montana in the Senate of 
the United States for the term com- 
mencing on the 4th day of March, 
1899. Under the authority of the cre- 
dentials signed by the Governor of 
Montana, |] entered upon the discharge 
of the duties of that tion on the 
first Monday of last mber, after 
qualifying by taking the oath of office 
prescribed by law. 

“On the fourth day of .v 
1899, two memorials were presen to 
the Senate of the United States pray- 
ing that my right to continue to act as 
Senator under the credentials which 
certified to my election should be in- 
vestigated. These memortais, with the 
accompanying papers, were referred to 
& Standing committee of that body. 
After a protracted investigation of the 
allegations of gaid memoriais, the com- 
mittee has submitted its conclusion to 
the Senate, In which it finds that the 
seat which I now occupy under the 
credentials issued by authority of the 
vote taken in the joint assembly of the 
Legisiature on the 2th day of Janu- 
ary. 1899, should be declared vacant. 
None of the charges affecting my per- 
sonal honor or which alleged that I 
had personally been guilty of corrupt 
practices have been sustained by the 
finding of the committee. 

“Conscious of the rectitude of my 
own conduct, and after a critical ex- 
amination of all the evidence taken 
by the committee; convinced that those 
friends who were so loyal to me during 
that bitter contest did not resort to 
dishonorable or corrupt means to in- 
fluence the action of the members of 
the Legislature, I am yet unwilling to

THE PLATFORM. 

The Committee on Platform and 
Resolutions, after explaining that the 
State convehtion to be held in August 
makes it unnecessary to consider a 
lengthy platform at this time, pre- 
sented the following piatform, which 
was adopted with enthusiasm: 

“The Republican party of the State 
of California,. by its representatives, 
pledges itself anew to those principles 
of domestic and foreign policy which, 
under a wise administration of public 
affairs, have brought us prosperity at 
home and honor abroad.

“We fully appreciate the menace 
to this country, and especially to the 
Pacific Coast, from the continually in- 
creasing influx of Asiatic labor, and 
we call upon Congress by appropriate 
legislation to protect us from this 
impending danger. 

“We heartily commend the patriot- 
ism and valor of our soldiers and sail- 
ors who have upheld the honor of our 
fag and country, and emulated the 
glorious example of the men who 
preserved the integrity of the Union 
and won the lasting lowe and admira- 
tion of a grateful people. 

“We heartily indorse the adminis- 
tration of President McKinley as ex- 
emplifying the highest type of states- 
manship, and gratifying in every par- 
ticular the confidence reposed in him 
by the American people. We declare 
ourselves in favor of the continuance 
of the policy of the present adminis- 
tration as essential to the public wel- 
fare, and commend our President as 
meriting a renomination and  tri- 
umphant reélection, and hereby in- 
struct our delegates to the national 
convention to give him their hearty 
support. 

“We indorse the fearless and eco- 
nomical administration of State af- 
fairs by Gov. Henry T. Gage, and ex- 
press our approval of the faithful 
manner in which he has discharged 
the duties of his trust.” 

The platform having been adopted 
nominations for delegates-at-large to 
the National Convention were declared 
in order.

WOULD BLEED DEMOCRATS. 

EXTORTION AT KANSAS CITY. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT} 

NEW YORK, May 15.—Senator Jones, 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, has been overwhelmed with 
letters from prominent members of the 
party complaiping about what they 
characterize as extortion on the part 
of the hotel keepers of Kansas City, 
says a Washington correspondent of 
the Times. 
It appears that the hotel men of the 
convention city are demanding that the 
delegates and other visitors must sub- 
mit to being placed in rooms contain- 
ing five beds; that they shall pay $5 
a day fer that accommodation and 
agree to pay for four days. 
Members of the National Committee, 
leaders of State delegations and Demo- 
crats who contemplate going to Kansas 
City for the purpose of seeing the con- 
vention, have written letters of protest 
to Senator Jones, and the chairman of 
the National Committee wrote a tong 
letter to Vice-Chairman Stone of Mis- 
souri, requesting him to take the mat- 
ter up with the local committees of 
Kansas City and secure a readjustment 
of conditions. 
Senator Jones does not hesitate to 
deciare that the hotel men are violat- 
ing the pledge that was made to the 
Democratic National Committee before 
and after Kansas City obtained the 
convention last February. 
“We were informed,” said the Sena- 
tor, “that there would be no addition in 
rates, no extortion of any sort prac- 
ticed, and now propose to see thar this 
promise is fulfilled. It appears that 
the hotel men are promising that every 
man shall have a bed, or, in other 
words, that there shall be five beds in 
each room. That is a technical viola- 
tion of the agreement.” 


GOV. OTERO’S CONVENTION. 

AGAINST THE STEPHENS BILL.

KNOCKED DOWN AND ROBBED. 


Citizen Used Up by Toughs 
in Mott Alley. 


Two Men Caught in the Act and Placed 
in the City Jail. 


H. W. Maxwell of No. 1825 East Sec- 


ond street, took a drink or two too |. 


much last night and had the unpleas- 
ant experience of being knocked down 
and robbed in Mott alley. near First 
street. W. W. Owens and Adolph 
Peterson are locked up in the City Jall 
charged with committing the act, and 
John Welsh, who is thought by the of- 
ficers to have been acting as a “look- 
out” for the others, is booked on the 
charge of suspicion. 

Maxwell was formerly in the employ 
of Bimon Maler as a cattle buyer, and 
is ed as a shrewd man in that 
line of business. While on a lone jag 
last night he wandered into Mott alley, 
and was selected as a good subject to 
work upon by Owens and Peterson, 
who h been watching him. 

But while they were following up 
their intended prey, Deputy Constahile 
William Appel was watching them. 
When he thought the time was ripe 
for action he telephoned to the Police 
Station for assistance and Detective 
Benedict joined him. 

While Appel was at the telephorte 
Maxwell was knocked down by a stun- 
ning blow on the temple, and one man 
attempted to go through his pockets, 
while the other stood a few feet dis- 
tant. His nervousness and the fact 
that Maxwell was not wholly uncon- 
scious and resisted his efforts prevented 
him from accomplishing his purpose, 
= he gave way to the other. This 
ellow attempted to himself of 
Maxwell's watch He un- 
fastened the chain from the buttonhole 
of the vest and jerked on the watch. 
Maxwell clasped his hand over his 
vest pocket, hol his watch in, and 
—~ a result the chain broke at the 


robber put the chain in his 
pocket and returned to the charge, but 
at this interesting juncture the two 
officers swooped down upon the men 
and snapped handcuffs on their wrists. 
The place where the robbery occurred 
is at the rear end of the New York 
Kitchen, only a few feet from First 
street. Welsh was standing in the al- 
ley just off of First street, and as he 
was guspected of being an accomplice 
of the others, he was taken along with 
them and locked up.

WILL BE OPPOSED. 
ENCROACH MENTS. 

If who are behind the 
effort to the restrictions which 
flow prevent the drilling of oll wells 
within a certain distance of Sunset 
Park, succeed, it will be over the op- 
position not only of some of the mem- 
bers of the City Council, but of many 
of the citizens who, in order to pro- 
tect their homes, have opposed former 
endeavors of the same kind. The oil 
men presented a petition before the 
Council Monday, bearing the signa- 
tures of several hundred citizens. The 
first was that of W. C. Patterson, 
president of the Los Angeles National 
Bank and it would appear that Mr. 
Patterson stood sponsor for the prop- 
osition to invade the park limits. Such 
is not the case, however, and in that 
far the petition is, on its face, a mis- 
representation. Mr. Patterson feels 
that an injustice has been done him 
by some one. Speaking of the matter 
yesterday, he told how he came to sign 
the petition. 

“My name did not head the petition 
originally,” said he. “Several days 
ago Thomas Hughes and W. L. Hardi- 
son called upon me with a numer- 
ously-signed petition. It was on sev- 
eral sheets. I was asked to sign, but 
strongly declined. I asked the gentle- 
men if there was not vigorous opposi- 
tion to the movement to bore wells 
near Sunset Park. They assured me 
that the opposition had been with- 
drawn. The petition contained the 
names of a large number of our most 
influential business people. Influ- 
enced by the statements of these 
gentlemen and upon their urgent sug- 
gestions that this movement was in 
the interest of our great ofl industry, 
and that there would practically be 
no opposition, I finally yielded to their 
pe ons and the petition. 
I have no personal interest in the 
matter, and especially have I felt no 
euch interest as would warrant me in 

rmitting my name to appear as 

eading the petition.” 

It is well known to the friends of 
Mr. Patterson that he has been ill 
for a long time and even now he is 
permitted by his physician to work 
only two hours per day. By a sin- 
gular “coincidepce,”” the persons who 
presented the petition to the City 
Council, included on the first page of 
signatures the names of severa! other 
bankers and it is not known whether 
their signatures were secured in Iike 
manner. 

When the matter was before the 
City Council about fifteen months ago, 
it was in the form of an effort to cut 
a slice out of the 1600-foot limit so that 
oll wells could be drilled nearer West- 
lake and Sunset parks. It was charged 
by those who opposed the change that 
the scheme was for the purpose of 
benefiting the Southern Pacific and 
other corporations and that charge 
was not refuted.
